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MAGGIE MOORE TALKS OF 
HER WORK AND CHARACTERS 


She Has Created in Successful Productions. 


Costumes in the Follies of °07—Mlle. Dazie Looks Pretty and Dresses Prettily 
—She Also Shows Her Versatility in a Mechanical Doll Act That Takes 
Its Place Meritoriously Among the Best in This Class.

AGGIE MOORE has been engaged 

by Thomas Jefferson to play Gretchen 

in his Rip Van Winkle Company, the 

forthcoming season. Over the tea 

cups one afternoon lately, Miss 
Moore chatted entertainingly to The Billboard 
representative of her long and eventful stage 
career. She said: ‘‘I was born in San Francisco 
and have been on the stage ever since I was nine 
years old. In that time I have crossed the 
Pacific twenty times and have been around the 
world three times. As a child actress I first sang 
ballads at the old California Theatre, San Fran- 
cisco, of which F. W. Burt was then the man- 
ager. Such noted players as John McCullough, 
Lawrence Barrett, the elder Sothern, Adelaide 
Neilson, Dion Boucicault and Charlotte Tpomp- 
son headed the company at different times. 
From child parts I was promoted to leading 
soubrette, occupying this position for two years. 
We gave many of Shakespeare’s dramas, as well 
as a variety of good plays, and you certainly 
did learn your business in this old stock method 
and in the association with such actors of dis- 
tinction. Leaving San Francisco I starred 
throughout Australia in Struck Oil, which even 
to-day is a play much liked there. I originated 
the role of Lizzie Stofel, and I think I may say 
without boasting that I won the love of the Aus- 
tralians and I certainly am devoted to them. 
They are very appreciative of good dramatic art 
and they idolize Americans. There is an Amer- 
ican Club there composed of over seven thousand 
Americans. 


“Another one of my roles was Little Nell 
fn The Marchionesse and Trilby in Trilby C 
Ferrel, a burlesque which went well in Austra- 
lia. From there I went to London, filling a seven 
months’ engagement at the Adelphi Theatre with 
William Terrence. Chatterton also played 
there, as well as managing the Drury Lane. Un- 
der the management of T. Henry French, I came 
to the United States, and played at the old 
Union Square, now Keith & Proctor’s. After 
returning to San Francisco to play my pet part 
of Lizzie Stofel in Struck Oil, I again revisited 
Australia, to originate different parts in the 
then popular Gilbert and Sullivan operas, also 
Singing in The Mascot and The Silver King. I 
have played all kinds of character parts, in- 
eluding Irish, German and Chinese. Two years 
ago 1 was playing in Aladdin in Liverpool, 
opposite to that excellent English comedian, 
George Graves, whom you saw here in The Little 
Michus the past year. Rip Van Winkle is 
very familiar to me, and I know I shall enjoy 
my season with Mr. Jefferson, for I’ve been the 
little Menie, the older Menie in former com- 
panies, and now I’m to be their mother, Gret- 
chen. I can’t tell you just what kind of a part 
I do prefer, except that I like a good strong 
character with both comedy and pathos com- 
bined. We player folk are always buoyed up 
ever and always by a joyful hopefulness and the 
inspiration of applause, but the true actor never 
forgets the responsibility that is rightfully due 
his audience and his author.’’ 

Some of the prettiest stage costumes seen 
in the summer shows are those of The Follies 
of '07. Every detail in that respect has been 
carefully looked after. Emma Carus, who is 
the star of the musical melange, made her en- 
trance clad in a Princess of delicate pink satin 
built with a lace yoke and lace insertion, short 
with pink satin slippers and stockings the tone 
of the gown, her blonde hair was dressed in a 
becoming way, being parted in front and dressed 
in rather low puffs and curls in the back. Her 
next appearance was in a white French light- 
weight cloth made with a short side plaited 
skirt, a girdle of white silk fastened with a dia- 
mond buckle in front, and an Irish lace blouse. 
With it she wore a white straw sailor, a wreath 
of white roses encircling the crown and loops 
of white ribbon on the left side, pink slippers 
and stockings. Her next change was to the 
drummer girl uniform for the song with chorus, 
I Want to be a Drummer Boy, which was quite 
the sensation of the evening. It consisted of 
a white satin short plaited skirt with blue satin 
panel inset, a white satin coat with blue satin 
vest, the entire suit strapped plentifully with 
gold braid and a high white cap. When singing 
the catchy song number, Handle Me With Care, 
Miss Carus wore a short white plaited skirt 
and a white wool sweater, pink slippers and 
stockings. As Salome, she had an ancient Ju- 
dean costume of green and white gauze em- 
broidered in iridescents. The accompanying show 
girls in their peacock gowns were dazzling. 
They were of the varied hues of the peacock 
feather, with trains that resembled the beau- 
tiful tails of the bird and which they lifted 
above the shoulders, forming a pretty, wing-like 
background. A striking effect was gained by 
Grace LaRue as Pocahontas in the cigar busi- 
ness, and the chorus of Egyptian girls, all in the 
many-colored Egyptian dresses, with the striped 
sashes, beaded boleros and the picturesque Egyp- 
tian head-dress. Pocahontas wore the concen- 
tional Indian dress with feathers in her hair, 
the slashed leather trimming, etc. For her 
principal solo and dance Miss LaRue wore a 
lemon-colored silk Princess, embroidered in 
black, dancing length, with frou-frou under. 
skirts of orange chiffon, yellow slippers and 
stockings and a black chiffon picture hat with 
trimming of black plumes.

Count Noberg and Prince Ivan also 
visit the forest, and she overhears them discuss 
a plot to kill the King. 

In the second act, a month later, Alicia has 
become a ‘‘maid at court,’’ hated by the Queen 
and suspected of every one of intimacy with the 
King. Otto finds her in the latter’s arms and is 
convinced that the rumors of her infidelity that 
have reached his ears are true. He then joins 
Count Noberg in his scheme to kill the King, 
that he, himself, may rule the Empire, with 
the Queen as the nominal ruler. 

In Act III., Alicia, disguised in the picturesque 
boy’s raiment of the period, visits an old inn, 
which the conspirators are making a rendezvous. 
Though Otto has recognized her, he permits his 
companions to depart before denouncing her. She 
insists on leaving to save the life of the King, 


is a scene at court. The maid intercepts a 
bottle of peisoned wine, but tells the King to 
feign illness, which he does, and the Queen and 
intriguers, believing that he is dying, take pos- 
session of the throne; but, behold! the King 
awakes to denounce them all. Alicia has been 
aided at the last moment by her lieutenant lover 
and the King, her father, gives them his bless- 
ing—finale. 

The part of Alicia is possibly a bit better 
suited to Cecil Spooner, who originated the role 
in Brooklyn, but Edna May Spooner shows a 
mastery of technique and versatility and abil- 
ity in the wide range of parts that the re- 
quirements of a change of bill weekly demands.

the charge. He did, after securing their notes 
and guarantee of freedom in two years’ time.

Brainerd, who is one of the five men involved, 
and whose exposure is so near at hand, glee- 
fully and criminally burns the papers, an old 
trick, but in this case well worked out. 

The Sing Sing prisoner is brought to the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office; he tells the truth and 
gives the name of the real criminals. His sweet- 
heart, not being able to furnish the papers, his 
story is not believed, and in the midst of a 
stormy scene between the lovers, he is again 
remanded to prison. The ropes are growing s0 
taught that Daniel McGrath, one of the scoun- 
drels, turn’s state’s evidence and makes a writ- 
ten confession. This frees Pierson. 

Brainerd, overcome by the shock of his com- 
plete disgrace, dies of heart failure. Pierson, 
pardoned, returns to claim his sweetheart, and 
the young husband and wife, too, are reunited, 

The play is a bit melodramatic and doleful, 
but shows great strength in its theme, plot 
ang characterization. It’s just such a play as 
the public are clamoring for to-day. 

Mathew Brainerd is equally as strong in ap- 
peal as John Burkert Ryder of The Lion and 
the Mouse. In fact there seems to be even

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THE PROBLEM OF KEEPING COOL. 

Audiences witnessing a summer show 
almost invariably will complain of being un- 
comfortable on account of the heat. Most every 
device known for cooling purposes is used in 
all the modern theatres of to-day to keep their 
patrons in a comfortable state but how many 
think of the position of the performer who must 
necessarily feel the heat as much as anyone else 


under ordinary circumstances and whose dis- 
comfort is greatly increased on account of his 
work and the conditions connected with it. He 


or she must wear clothes that would scarcely 
be bearable any place else except on the stage 
and the rapidity with which changes of costume 
is often made has a natural tendency to in- 
crease the temperature of the body. 

So it becomes the duty of the performer to 
keep cool as far as his impression on his au- 
dience is concerned although often times it is 
scarcely sible. 

One on reasons why it is necessary for the 
performer not to appear uncomfortable is the 
effect that such an impression would bave on 
his audience. If he or she appears cool those 
being entertained will be comfortable in pro- 
portion 

The effect for which the summer show makers 
strive is to present a cool restful stage picture

which will make the audience forget that the 
temperature of the theatre is ranging toward 
the nineties, and to have all of the performers 
present a cool appearance. This is not always 
an easy task, the girls with their fleshlings and 
scant garment solve the general problem but the 
male chorus, the comedians, and the female 
comedian and many of the character actors are 
forced to wear heavy garments. At one recent 
Chicago performance the comedian, suffering 
from the heat, discarded so much of his costume 
that the people on the stage were in momentary 
dread of a climax. Costume changes are made 
daily in the effort to keep cool and not infre- 
quently lighter costumes are built.

In dismissing the complaint the Magistrate 
had this to say to the men who had made the 
arrest: ‘I wish you detectives would devote 
as much energy to the capture of real criminals 
as you do to the dancers and others who are 
trying to earn a livelihood in Coney Island.”

“Por several years Mr. Lorimer’s name has 
been associated with consclentious effort in the 
higher drama. His embodiment of the young 
David in the Biblical drama, The Shepherd King, 
established him in public esteem as an actor of 
picturesque presence, poetic temperament, dra- 
matic gifts and exceptional physical grace. It 
was an embodiment in which idealism, dignity 
end high purpose were potentially combined. 
Last season he confirmed his well-earned stand- 
ing by a series of remarkable performances in 
Mr. Ibsen's The Wild Duck. Now he has in 
preparation a play that seems likely to advance 
him to a place of still greater distinction among 
the exponents of the kind and quality of stage 
ture that involves well defined intellectual! 
processes side by side with the physical pro- 
cesses called acting. He has a new play by 
Alicia Ramsey and Rudolph de Cordova. The 
name of it, here and now disclosed for the first 
time, is The Quicksands. The writer of 
this record was reading of the play by Mr.

“How this is treated by authors, how it is 
wrought out by Mr. Lorimer, and how it may 
appeal to the public when decked in the panoply 
of the stage, were sufficiently indicated at the 
reading to warrant the hope for rich fruition of 
the young actor’s labors in that behalf. The 
mere reading of a play is usually a bore to the 
listener. In this instance the listeners were 
held In leash from the opering scene to the pow- 
erful and thrilling culmination of one of the 
best planned, best written and best constructed 
dramas of the time. It is a felicitous union of 
real literature and real drama—a combination 
that modern playgoers of the better sort have 
been seeking for several years. 

“Although Mr. Lorimer is managed by the 
indefatigable and outspreading Mr. William A. 
Brady, that astute speculator is wise enough 
to perceive that his advantage lies in confidently 
and entirely trusting to his artist associate the 
task of preparing the production for the pub- 
lic’'s verdict. The Quicksands is noble and 
large in theme, formulated by persons that have 
a working knowledge of the stage and its limita- 
tions, and written on a plane that should make 
it easily the chief exemplar for the season of 
1907-8. It is to be made public early in the 
autumn of the present year, and it is Mr. 
Lorimer’s hope to prove it a sufficiently con- 
vincing appeal to give it an entire metropolitan 
season before taking it on tour. 

“While many other successful actors are 
following the fad of automobiling in Europe, this 
student-worker is passing the summer in his 
workshop, the busiest place to be seen in a day's 
travel up and down Manhattan Island.

Piracy. They threaten to invoke 


the law to suppress what 
they term “paper piracy.” A _ better 
plan would be to watch their bill rooms 
and prevent the sale of “left-over” 
paper to junk-dealers who in turn sell 
it to the nickelodeon managers. There 
are just two people responsible for the 
unauthorized use of special paper. 
One is the show printer who prints 
it, and the other is the agent of the 
show. The show printer is very sel- 
dom at fault. 


If the agent does not gather up 
every sheet of unused paper in the bill 
room and carry it on with him, he may 
confidently expect to see it utilized by 
some one else. 

It is very doubtful if the law could 
be successfully invoked. If a nickel- 
odeon manager buys paper from a 
junk dealer it is his and he would 
likely: be protected in the right to make 
such use of it as he saw fit, always 
provided, of course, that he cut off the 
copyrighted title and covered out any 
recognized trade-mark which it might 
bear. 

We are not defending the practice. 
We do not even consider it commend- 
able. We think blank paper bearing a 
printed legend in plain letters not only 
looks better but draws better. 

But we do believe that resort to the 
law is a poor and very expensive 


. method of meeting the issue.

UNIVERSAL THEATRICAL COMBI- 
NATIO 


It is. reported that the firm of Klaw & Er- 
langer is preparing plans for an international 
theatrical merger with a capital stock of 
$100,000,000. Levy Mayer, of Chicago, the gen- 
eral counsel for the Klaw & Erlanger inter- 
ests, sailed last week on the Kronprinz Wil- 
helm to arrange the details for the syndicate 
and to make final terms with the individual 
managers and owners who will be involved in 
the newest and biggest theatrical deal. 

The syndicate will, it is said, embrace the 
Klaw & Erlanger interests in this country, and 
will extend to England, Germany, France, and 
possibly to Switzerland and Austria. In fact, 
the Americans interested refuse to set any 
limit on the enterprise. Australia will almost 
certainly be included with the English connec- 
tions, as will the Canadian circuit. 

Both vaudeville and ‘‘legitimate’’ houses 
come within the scope of the plans mapped out 
by the syndicate for its extended control in the 
near future. Vaudeville, however, will be the 
feature particularly cared for. The recent trip 
of an agent of the American firm, who spent 
several months in Europe, engaging nearly sev- 
enty-five attractions from almost every Conti- 
nental country, as well as a chorus of Japan- 
ese, had much to do in bringing the final 
negotiations to a head. 

The six figures dominating the theatrical 
world in England are Charles Frohman, George 
Edwardes, Frank Curzon, William Greet, Beer- 
bohm Tree, and George Alexander, whose pos- 
sible arrangement with E. H. Sothern, the Shn- 
bert star, for alternating companies and roles, 
has been occupying the newspapers in this coun- 
try and England for the past two weeks. These 
men, by their predominance in London, prac- 
tically dictate affairs throughout England. 

Rumors that there was a large syndicate 
operating a cirenit in the provinces seem gen- 
erally discredited. There ws one small corpo- 
ration controlling one small theatre in Liver 
paal, another in Manchester, and a third in 
Leeds. Otherwise there is not ever a pooling 
agreeinent. In Germany and France matters 
are probably still more confused. 

In London Charles Frohman has control of 
the Duke of York’s Theatre, the Comedy, the 
Aldrych, and Hichs’s Theatre. George Ed- 
wardes and Frank Curzon are particularly 
strong in their holdings. The Galety and 
Daly’s Theatres, the strongholds in England, 
of musical comedy, are under Mr. Edwardes’s 
management, while the Prince of Wales's 
Theatre and Wyndham’s Theatre, are under 
Mr. Curzon. Wyndham himself has the New 


Theatre and a lease on the Criterion, which 
aay brings all five houses under one con 
trol. 

William Greet has the Lyric and Apollo 
Theatres under his management. His Maj- 
esty’s Theatre, generally admitted to be the 
leading theatre in London since Sir Henry Ir- 
ving’s times at the Lyceum and the subse- 
quent use of that old house for melodrama, is 
now controlled by Beerbohm Tree. 
Alexander, the actor-manager, has the St. 
—* Theatre, a favorite resort for society 
olk. 

To combine these divergent interests is the 
task Levy Mayer will have when he reaches 
england. As far as he was concerned, no 
Statement was made about his mission. Not 
until the Kronprinz Wilhelm had put several 
miles of water between herself and Broadway, 
was his mission made public. Even then, A. 
L. Erlanger told only the extensiveness of the 
undertaking. He had nothing to say as to the 
inside deals involved, or how the final control 
would be divided. The legal aspects involved 
are to be investigated by Mr. Mayer. 

The syndicate, it is said, is largely the out- 
come of the recent decision of the New York 
courts that theatres and amusements do not 
come within the meaning of the Constitution as 
“‘trade and commerce,’’ and that combinations 
in this field are not therefore in violation of 
the law. ‘The final details will not be made 
public for some time,’’ said Mr. Erlanger. They 
are not yet definitely arranged, he admitted. 
The informal understanding between the man- 
agers was good, but the merger will be better, 
seemed to be his opinion.

When the Adam Forepaugh and Sells 
Brothers Family entered the cook tent at din- 
ner they found it beautifully decorated. String- 
ers from the center poles to the guy poles were 
weighted down with the flags of the different 
countries of those who make up the show of 
wonders. On one of the center poles was a 
monster three sheet of Adam Forepaugh aml! the 
Sells Brothers.

THE BATTLE AT KINGSTON. 


Though the matter has been referred to In 
the associated Press dispatches, it would be 
an injustice to the show not to tell the story 
of the Kingston fire. This is best told In the 
pictures taken by Alex Lowande the day of the 
great battle, June 27.

Some 
one discovered fire in the sheds on the fair 
grounds. When the alarm was given flames 
were sweeping through two hundred feet of 
sheds. Rain had not fallen for twenty days. 

The fire apparatus of the show was hauled 
to the scene. Then it was found the hydrants 
were smaller than the circus bose. The circus 
men, however, caught on the hose of the Kings- 
ton fire department. Alongside the Dominion 
firemen they worked In a common cause. Today 
the million-dollar show and the building of the 
Kingston Fair Association stand as monuments 
to the ability of the Great Adam Forepaugh 
and Sells Bros.’ United Shows fire department.

WHITING ALLEN’S GOOD WORK FOR THE 
NORTH-AMERICAN. 


Whiting Allen did some good work for the 
North-American during the Elks’ Reunion. He 
is a keen observer and prolific and entertaining 
writer. The North-American manifested the 
most typically American enterprise before and 
during the convention. Its building was the 
most elaborately decorated, and the illumina- 
tiens were prodigally lavish. The North-Amer- 
ican bad a burro in the parade. It brought the 
largest elk in the world from the park of Hon. 
Alexander Billmeyer, at Washingtonville, Pa., 
and finally hoisted Jumbo to the roof of the 
North-American Building, twenty-two stories 
above the ground. During the week thousands 
of people took a ride on one of the six fast 
elevators and went to the roof to see Jumbo 
Bill. Every visitor to see Jumbo was presented 
with a souvenir by the North-American, in the 
shape of a linotype slug with his name. 

In introducing his story of the elevation of 
the giant elk to the roof, Whiting Allen used 
the following characteristic language: 

“Jumbo Bill is now the Thrice Most Puissant 
Grand and Illustrious Commander, Generalis- 
simo Extraordinary and Supreme Sovereign, 
Prince of all the Royal Mysteries, Most potent 
and Sublime Grand Chamberlain and Supervis ng 


Pasha, Megatharian Potentarium and Encyclo- 
pedical Treasurer of all Occult Wisdom, the 
Kingdom Pindinabulum and Imperial Genuine 


Fromage of all Elkdom, and the Maximum Alti- 
tudinous Exaltationed Ruler of all the Real and 
Natural Elks.”’ 


WASHINGTON PARK ON THE DELAWARE. 


Washington Park on the Delaware was the 
scene of a big clambake on Wednesday afternoon 
of the Elks’ Reunion week, which the members 
of No. 2 Lodge of Elks had arranged as the 
great feature of the entertainment of the visit- 
ing Elks. Large steamboats were at the foot 
of Arch street wharf and these carried visitors 
free of charge to the famous resort. However, 
the boats first went up the river. and after vis- 
iting Cramp's shipyards the Elks were taken 
slowly down the river, past the battleship In- 
diana and the Italian cruiser Etruria and then 
down to League Island and then back to Wash- 
ington Park for the clambake. 


Barring some trouble with a lot of grafting 
waiters who were trying to hold up visiting 
Elks for large tips, who were summarily fired 
by the Philadelphia Elks in charge, the occasion 
was a very pleasant one and those present great- 
ly enjoyed themselves. 

Some idea of the stupendous character of the 
clambake may be gained from the statement 
that 200,000 clams and 30,000 ears of corn were 
used. The clams were baked in the famous 
Washington Park style, by first heating stones 
and then placing the clams on them and covering 
them up with sea grass. The grove was literally 
covered with tables. 


MR. BEACHEY’S AIRSHIP FLICHT. 


One of the special features of the parade day 
at the Elks’ Reunion was the airship flight of 
LineolIn J. Beachey. It was one of the most 
successful flights ever attempted by an aeronant. 
ir. Beachey is only twenty years old. By his 
exploits in the air in Philadelphia he has com- 
pelled his competitors to ‘‘sit up and take 
notice."’ The ascension was made a few minutes 
before the big parade started, and it was seen by 
the thousands of people who occupied the grand 
stands, windows of houses along the line of 


march, and those who crowded the city side- 
walks. It marked the one hundred and eleventh 
successful flight made by Mr. Beachey. The 
ascent was made on scheduled time. The airship 
was sheltered in a tent on a lot at Broad and 
Green streets. At 9:30 it was taken out of the 
tent and Mr. Beachey made a careful inspection 
of the engine, propeller and gas bag and rudder, 
to see that all were in perfect working order. 
His seven months’ bride and a number of rela- 
tives crowded around him as he worked. He 
took his position on the car, and at 9:50 ordered 
his assistants to release the sand bags. As the 
big ship began to rise gracefully in the air Mr. 
Beachey looked down at his wife and sang Come 
Take a Trip in My Airship. He rose sixty feet 
in the air, headed his machine westward, sailed 
gracefully over central high school and passed 
Baldwin locomotive works and the dome of the 
cathedral, and then he turned south, passing 
over Broad street station. Then he arose in 
the air to a height of 500 feet and circled 
about the great city hall tower and shouted 
‘Hello, Bill!’ as he passed the giant statue of 
William Penn. He then turned the machine 
northward and sailed leisurely down the street 
and at Spring Garden street he turned his ma- 
chine a trifle to the east and then pointed its 
nose downward. It sank slowly to the earth 
like a huge bird, and landed on the mound 
from where it arose but twenty minutes before. 

It was certainly a great exhibition and en- 
titles Mr. Beachey to rank with the latest, 
- “mee and most daring navigators of the 
air. 

The airship is a dirigible balloon, shaped like 
a cigar, with a propeller and steering appa- 
ratus below instead of the usual basket. 

He made his first flight in Oakland, California, 
four years ago. In 1905, at the Exposition at 
Portland, Oregon, he made twenty-two success- 
ful trips. Only recently he flew around the 
Washington monument and came down on the 
lawn of the White House, where he greeted 
President Roosevelt. He has also made several 
ascensions at the Jamestown Exposition. 


CINCINNATI LODGE No. 5. 

I cannot send this letter in without paying a 
tribute of praise to Cincinnati Lodge No. 5, of 
which I have the honor to be a member. 

The Cincinnati contingent always makes good 
at every reunion and the Philadelphia reunion 
Was no exception to the rule. When they arrived 
by special train on Monday they created a 
great sensation. They repaired immediately 
to the Hotel Walton on Broad street and got 
busy immediately. The members of the (Cin- 
cinnati lodge were accompanied by Cincinnati's 
great band master, John C. Weber, and his 
famous band of forty-two pieces. At 10 o'clock 
that night Mr. Weber gave a concert at the 
hotel lobby, each number of the program evok- 
ing enthusiastic applause. Solos were rendered 
by John O'Donnell, the celebrated Cincinnati 
tenor, and Miss Blanche Mehaffey, Cincinnati's 
beautiful and accomplished soprano. ‘These two 
soloists were both repeatedly encored. 


In closing, the famous band struck up Auld 
Lang Syne, and everybody joined in singing it. 

The Cincinnati Lodge sprung a surprise in 
the shape of a magnificent float and two autos 
which carried sixty beautiful women. The float 
was occupied by the Queen of Reauty and her 
Court. Miss Edna Brockman, of Cincinnati, took 
a leading part. 

The float cost $5,000 and represented Rocco's 
“Garden of Love and Beauty’’ in the reign of 
Louis XIV. Twelve of the prettiest girls in 
Cincinnati, attired in costumes of the period, 
rode on the float. The Queen rode on a high 
throne and beneath her four gauze-winged but- 
terflies were posed as if in flight. Reclining in 
the lower part and shadowed by a shell-shaped 
canopy were her fair subjects, vying with their 
sovereign in beauty. 

In the autos the ladies were all 
white and wore long yellow gloves. The applause 
along the line was continuous as the Cincinnati 
float, with its delicate shells and big butterfiles 
of lavender came into view.

HEAT VICTIMS AT THE REUNION. 


There were over three thousand heat prostra- 
tions during the Elks’ parade in Philadelphia 
last Thursday. Among them were Henry J. 
Walters, Exalted Ruler of Philadelphia Lodge 
No. 2, and Past Grand Exalted Ruler Melvin, 
of Oakland, California. Only two or three 
deaths from the heat were recorded. 

The Philadelphia Elks had wisely provided 
for the victims of the heat. Thirteen emergency 
stations were established along the route of 
the parade and at each station were patrol 
wagons, one motorcycle policeman, two district 
physicians and one ambulance. 

These were connected with the Electrical Bu- 
reau with temporary telephones. 


KANSAS CITY'S BURLESQUE CIRCUS. 


One of the most novel and laughable conceits 
in the Elks” parade in Philadelphia was the 
burlesque circus feature of the breezy Kansas 
City Lodge. Their exhibit included two band 
wagons, twenty cages of animals, bareback 
riders, side show freaks, clowns, ete. There 
were three hundred Missourians in this display, 
and all appeared in costume. The Kansas City 
exhibit was billed as the ‘‘Great Airship Circus."’ 
The features included the ‘‘Curioso Monkey,"’ 
from Central Park; the Betsy Ross Band, the 
Snake Charmer, the Wampum Tiger, from Tam- 
many, the $10,000 Beauty, Giraffes from Long 
Neck Island, The Hippo of Swil-tub, African 
Birds of Pair-a-dice, Kelly’s Little German Band, 
Roman Chariots, Teddy Bears, Largest Horse- 
back Rider that Ever Rode a Goat, Fat Boy, 
Living Skeleton, Gladiator, etc. 

Three representatives came from Philippine 
Lodge of Elks. They traveled eleven thousand 
miles. The Manila Lodge has three hundred 
members, and has purchased a site on which 
will be constructed an Elks’ Building costing 
$75,000. 

The salutation, Hello, Bill, universally used 
among Elks, is said to have originated from a 
St. Paul member's greeting to William G. Myers. 
In 1894 there was a difference in the Elks’ or- 
ganization which threatened to split it. The 
two factions met at Atlantic City for a con- 
ference. 

Myers, who was lately an Exalted Ruler of 
the Order, and who was at that time the Grand 
Esteemed Leading Knight, attended this con- 
ference at Atlantic City. Hundreds of Elks were 
at the railroad station to meet Myers. All of 
the members were at high tension. When he 
stepped off the car a delegate named Stack, of 
St. Paul, a big six-footer, shouted ‘‘Hello, Bill.”” 
The crowd took up the cry with a hearty laugh, 
and from that day until now Hello, Bill has 
been generally used. 

George MacDonald, one of the original mem- 
bers of the Order, is said to have originated 
the drinking of a toast to “Our absent 
Brothers." He suggested that the social meet- 
ings, which usually adjourned at 11 o'clock, be 
closed with a toast to the absent ones. The 
Elks adopted the singing of Auld Lang Syne 
from the Tammany Order. 

The Wildcat Quartet, brought by the Elks 
from Dallas, Texas, created a great sensation. 
Their popular song entitled Why is the Wildcat 
Wild, Rill? made a great hit. 

The Elks of Wilmington, Delaware, brought 
a monster bass drum which they carried in the 
parade on a four wheeled truck, drawn by a 
donkey. 

“Rill Nye’? Hamilton, a cousin of the famous 
humorist, is a member of the Elks, and was 
here with the Denver Lodge. He is famous as a 
story teller. 

W. H. Hartman, accompanied by his wife, 
came to the reunion all the way from the 
Panama Canal Zone. 

The Philadelphia merchants have found an 
Elks’ reunion to be a great trade boomer. It 
is estimated that the visitors left at least 
five million dollars in the city. 

Rurt Morphy, the popular tenor, led the 
singing of Auld Lang Syne on one or two oc- 
casions at 11 o'clock on the Court of Honor on 
Broad street; prior to that he sang several 
songs and was compelled to respond to several 

cores. 
one of the sad incidents of the Elks’ reunion 
was the death of John D. O’Shea, of Lynn, 
Mass., at the Rellevue-Stratford Hotel Exalted 
Ruler of Lodge No. 117, B. P. O. B., chairman 
of the board of Grand Trustees, and part owner 
and business manager of the Lynn Evening 
News. 

He was &tricken with appoplexy Tuesday night 
and died Thursday night, after making a game 
fight for life. He was a valuable member of 
the Elks, as he was the only official who had 


the statistics of the order at his finger tips, 
and he was the institutor of many remarkable 
financial reforms. He was forty-five years of 
age. On every side he was hailed as ‘‘Good fel- 
low, O’Shea.”’ 

W. E. Kean, theatrical man and all round 
athlete; Ed. Bennett, contortionist and whirl- 
wind dancer, and Harrison Snyder, a traveling 
man who can tell stories, comprised a trio who 
contributed a lot of ripping fun for those who 
attended the clambake at Washington Park on 
the Delaware River, Tuesday. 

Frank D. Hubin, the well-known Atlantic 
City Elk, who, by the way, is doing a lively 
business at Atlantic City this year, presented 
a bridle to Col. John P. Sullivan, of New Or- 
leans, who rode at the head of the mammoth 
parade of the Elks in Philadelphia, and his 
horse wore the bridle in the parade. 

Mr. Hubin says the bridle was presented to 
him some fifteen years ago by Chief Konneweha, 
of the Shoshone Indians, at Blackfoot, Idaho. 

The Chief was a great friend of Mr. Hubin, 
and had the bridle wove especially for him 
with the letters B. P. O. E. in the head band. 
The bridle is made entirely of horse hair. 

The Shriners of Philadelphia entertained vis- 
iting Elks who have been initiated into the 
mysteries of the Shrine at the LuLu Temple at 
Broad and Spring Garden streets on Thursday. 
Through the generosity of the management of 
Keith’s Theatre, a uamber of star entertain- 
ers were furnished, whe gave a splendid enter- 
tainment. Among them were Nat M. , 
that funniest of singers and story tellers; John 
Stanley and his Blonde Typewriters; Simmons 
and Pitzel, the Philadelphia Minstrels, and the 
Big City Four. 

Admiral Dot, once a great Dime Museum at- 
traction, and now being distinguished as the 
smallest Elk, being only 3 feet 6 inches in 
height,, marched alongside of Karl Koenig, the 
tallest Elk, being 6 feet 8% inches in height, at 
the head of the San Francisco Lodge. 

During the parade, there were five or six 
moving picture machines in operation on the 
north plaza of the city hall. They took every 
lodge that passed. In a few days these pic- 
tures will be seen in every part of the country. 
The marching Elks knew they were being photo- 
graphed, and the work they did at that time 
was their very best. 

It was estimated that there were 35,000 Elks 
in the parade and that it was witnessed by fully 
75.000 people. Of this number, 50,000 had 
grand stand seats, 50,000 were seated in win- 
dows, on roofs, on the tops of trolley cars, etc., 
the rest stood up. 

The parade was fifteen miles long and it took 
four hours to pass a given point.
